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The  Selectmen  of  Dalton  wish  to  show  their  gratitude  and  appreciation  by  dedicating 
this  year's  Town  Report  to  Clyde  and  Edith  Switser,  who  have  unselfishly  given  their 
time  and  effort  in  many  capacities  to  the  Town. 


SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

As  we  start  our  third  century,  the  Town  of  Dalton  can  be  proud  for  what  has  been 
accomplished.  As  the  Town  grows,  so  do  the  problems  and  the  changes.  We  hope  to 
steer  the  Town  in  the  proper  direction  to  compensate  for  these  changes. 

The  highest  priority  for  now,  as  well  as  in  the  future,  is  the  quality  of  the  roads.  This 
past  year  major  road  repairs  were  accomplished  on  both  the  French  and  Harriman  Roads. 
The  road  crew  completely  ditched  both  sides  of  the  French  Road,  and  with  the  aid  of 
the  State  Highway  Department,  we  were  able  to  resurface  one  mile  of  road.  We  hope 
to  complete  the  resurfacing  of  this  road  in  1986.  On  the  Harriman  Road,  the  section 
that  was  rebuilt  in  1984  was  oiled  and  sanded.  Hopefully,  this  section  can  also  be  resur- 
faced in  the  future. 

Initiating  a  one  time  only  note,  to  cover  the  school  costs  for  the  year,  the  Board  was 
able  to  save  the  Town  money  on  interest. 

The  Board  has  acted  on  all  articles  which  were  passed  by  the  1985  Town  Meeting. 
These  articles  were: 

1)  Purchased  a  new  4-wheel  drive  truck  for  the  Highway  Department. 

2)  Purchased  a  local  sand  pit  (8  acres)  to  be  used  by  the  Highway  Department. 

3)  The  tax  maps  have  been  updated  for  the  two  missing  years,  1981  and  1982,  and 
a  two  day  hearing  on  them  was  held.  These  maps  are  constantly  being  updated  due  to 
the  many  changes. 

4)  The  copy  machine  has  been  paid  for  and  it  has  been  proven  to  be  an  important 
asset  in  our  daily  operations. 

5)  The  money  approprfated  for  the  reappraisal  has  been  put  into  a  Certificate  of 
Deposit. 

Two  of  the  three  goals  set  for  1985  have  been  accomplished.  Some  major  road  repairs 
have  been  completed  and  of  course  they  will  continue  each  year.  The  solution  to  the 
open  burning  at  the  Town  dump  has  not  been  resolved  at  this  time;  we  hope  a  solution 
can  be  found  soon.  The  application  for  a  housing  rehabilitation  grant  was  completed 
and  submitted  to  the  Office  of  State  Planning.  The  result  of  our  application  was  a 
$350,000  grant  to  the  Town  of  Dalton  on  September  25,  1985.  This  program  was  started 
in  early  November  and  will  run  for  18  months.  The  response  to  this  program  has  been 
very  good. 

The  goals  we  have  set  for  1986  are: 

1)  Continuation  of  our  road  repairs. 

2)  Construction  of  a  new  Highway  Department  garage. 

3)  Another  application  for  housing  rehabilitation  grant,  which  was  submitted  to  the 
Office  of  State  Planning  on  January  22,  1986. 

4)  A  solution  to  the  open  burning  at  the  Town  dump. 

We  would  like  to  announce  for  the  second  year  in  a  row  the  Town  has  no  outstanding 
deficits;  all  notes  were  Paid  in  Full,  and  we  were  operating  in  the  Black  on  December 
31,  1985.  Hopefully,  we  can  continue  the  record  for  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  people  of  the  Town  for  their  efforts  and  support 
throughout  this  past  year.  The  Town  of  Dalton  has  been  progressive,  while  still  staying 
within  our  budget.  An  achievement  for  which  we  can  take  pride.  Let's  strive  to  continue 
in  this  direction  for  1986.

The  polls  will 
be  open  at  12  o'clock  and  will  close  at  6  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  business  meeting 
will  be  held  at  the  Dalton  Elementary  School  Gymnasium  and  will  open  at  7:30  o'clock 
in  the  evening. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  the  right  to  issue  temporary 
loans  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  the  Building  Code  pursuant  to  RSA  674:51 
as  follows: 

FLOODPLAIN  DEVELOPMENT  REGULATIONS:  The  following  regulations 
shall  apply  to  all  lands  designated  as  flood  hazard  areas  by  the  Federal  Emergen- 
cy Management  Agency  in  its  "Flood  Insurance  Study  for  the  Town  of  Dalton, 
N.H."  together  with  the  associated  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Maps  and  Flood  Bound- 
ary and  Floodway  maps  of  the  Town  of  Dalton  dated  December  4,  1985  which 
are  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Ordinance  proposed  by  the  Dalton  Planning  Board. 
The  maps  are  posted  at  the  Town  Hall. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer  and  dispose 
of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed,  as  the  Selectmen  in  their  discretion, 
deem  equitable  and  just  (RSA80:42  [Land  111]).  To  be  advertised. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the  town  meeting,  money  from  the  State, 
Federal  or  other  government  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during 
the  fiscal  year  (RSA  31:95-6). 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  a  highway  department  garage  constructed 
behind  the  fire  station. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  forty-eight  thousand  dollars 
($48,000)  for  a  highway  department  garage,  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  eighteen 
thousand  dollars  ($18,000)  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  with  the 
balance  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  ($30,000)  to  be  raised  by  notes  and  bonds. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  one  thousand  three  hundred  ninety- 
seven  dollars  ($1,397)  for  an  engineering  study  of  the  Upper  Grafton/Lancaster  Area 
Solid  Waste  District. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  of  the  Dalton 
Volunteer  Fire  Department  to  pay  all  expenses  related  to  the  creation  of  an  enclosed 
area  to  be  used  as  a  public  kitchen  facility.  Said  area  to  be  located  in  that  portion  of 
the  Town  Hall  that  is  presently  used  for  that  purpose. 

The  proposed  method  of  construction  would  include  a  full  partition  from  the  East 
wall  to  the  West  wall,  framed  with  2x6  framing  materials,  insulated  for  sound  dead- 
ening, panelled  on  both  sides.  This  partition  would  contain  an  emergency  door  with 
panic  hardware  to  meet  State  fire  requirements,  a  powered  ventilation  system,  and  new 
lighting.  The  present  windows,  and  the  door  in  the  East  wall,  would  remain  in  the  Library 
area.  By  petition. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  grant  Riverside  Grange  the  right  to  put  a  partition 
in  the  Southeast  corner  of  the  Library  and  make  an  entrance  in  the  space  where  a  win- 
dow was  removed  on  the  North  side  of  the  original  Town  Hall  so  that  kitchen  equip- 
ment may  be  removed  from  the  end  of  the  Library  and  installed  in  the  room  so  made. 
This  will  make  a  more  convenient  and  useful  arrangement  for  the  benefit  of  everyone 
using  the  Town  Hall.  By  petition. 


1 1.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Dalton  will  vote  to  require  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Dalton  to  request  that  the  Riverside  Grange  remove  the  kitchen  equipment  owned  by 
them  from  the  end  of  the  Library  at  their  convenience.  By  petition. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Dalton 
that  henceforth  the  room  designated  as  the  Dalton  Public  Library  should  be  used  for 
library  purposes  only  except  as  agreed  to  by  the  Library  Trustees  and  the  Librarian  and 
under  their  direction.  By  petition. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  to  be  added 
to  the  revaluation  account. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Dalton  will  vote  to  postpone  the  reappraisal  of  the  Town 
until  the  year  1988.  By  petition. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000) 
to  be  added  to  the  Town  Equipment  Capital  Reserve  Account  for  the  purchase  and 
replacement  of  highway  equipment. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  one  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  ($1,500)  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  and  replace- 
ment of  Fire  Equipment. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  the  right  at  the  end  of  the  year 
to  take  what  monies  are  left  in  the  Fire  Department  Appropriations  and  put  such  monies 
into  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  ($400)  for 
the  Lunenburg-Gilman-East  Concord  Senior  Citizens,  Inc. 

19.  The  Town  of  Whitefield,  Senior  Citizens  Club,  Inc.  of  which  Dalton  residents 
in  part,  are  members  of  this  non-profit  organization,  would  like  to  see,  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00,  the  same  as  last  year,  to  assist  or  fund, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Whitefield  Senior  Center,  for  programs  of  the  aging,  and  the 
administration  thereof,  with  the  advice  of  the  State  Council  on  Aging  pursuant  to  RSA 
167-A  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  required  amount  for  this  purpose  from 
Revenue  Sharing  Funds  under  provisions  of  the  state  and  local  assistance  act  of  1979. 
By  petition. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  written  welfare  guidelines  as  proposed  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Chapter  380  of  the  Laws  of  1985  requires  the  Town  to  adopt 
written  welfare  guidelines  prior  to  April  1,  1986.  Copies  of  the  full  text  of  the  proposed 
guidelines  are  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  oppose  the  burial,  storage,  transportation  and 
production  of  high  level  radioactive  waste  in  the  Town  of  Dalton  and  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  call  upon  Congress  to  conduct  an  independent  investigation  with  full  public 
participation  to  determine  if  there  are  any  safe  methods  of  radioactive  waste  disposal. 
By  petition. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Budget  for  1986  as  prepared  by  the 
Selectmen  and  appropriate  the  amount  therein  or  make  any  changes. 

23.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the  meeting.

On  July  first  Edith  Switser  retired  as  Dalton  Librarian  after  forty-one  years  of  dedicated 
service  to  the  town.  We  are  most  appreciative  of  her  continued  advice,  support,  and 
encouragement. 

In  1985  the  new  Standards  for  Public  Libraries  in  the  Statewide  Library  Development 
System  became  effective.  There  is  no  automatic  membership  in  the  system  and  each  in- 
dividual library  must  meet  these  standards  by  January  1,  1988.  Membership  in  the  system 
qualifies  a  library  for  various  state  and  federally-funded  services,  such  as  consultant 
service,  film  service,  training  and  education,  complete  reference  and  interlibrary  loan 
service,  and  cataloging.  We  are  presently  taking  advantage  of  all  of  the  above  services 
and  would  be  at  a  great  disadvantage  without  them.  The  most  notable  problems  we  will 
have  meeting  these  standards  are  an  outside  "hours"  sign,  an  outside  book  return  box, 
the  purchase  of  up  to  date  encyclopedias,  and  completing  the  cataloging  of  the  books 
now  in  the  library.  We  are  working  toward  these  objectives.  A  copy  of  these  new  Library 
Standards  is  available  in  the  library. 

Since  July  1  the  library  has  been  open  280  hours.  Nine  adult  Library  Volunteers  have 
contributed  294  hours  and  15  Junior  Library  Helpers  have  worked  55  hours.  We  welcome 
anyone  who  would  like  to  give  us  a  helping  hand,  there  is  always  something  to  do. 

Some  of  the  Library  Programs  which  have  been  done  or  are  planned  for  1986  are, 
Story  Hour  for  Pre-school  children,  summer  reading  programs  and  workshops  for  school 
age  children,  movies  for  children  and  also  movies  for  adults,  book  deliveries  to  shut- 
ins,  and  sponsorship  of  children's  programs  in  cooperation  with  the  North  Country 
Library  Co-op. 

A  sincere  thank  you  to  those  many  friends  of  the  library  who  have  donated  gifts,  books, 
magazines,  subscriptions,  furniture,  and  time. 

The  library  hours  are:  Monday  and  Wednesday  2-5,  Saturday  3-5,  Monday  evening 
6-8,  and  Sunday  after  Church. 

Come  visit  your  Library  —  it  is  a  valuable  community  resource!

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REPORT  OF  THE  DALTON  PLANNING  BOARD 

Dalton  Planning  Board  members  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  serve 
three  year  terms.  Recommendations  are  usually  made  by  the  Planning  Board  itself  based 
on  the  interest  shown  by  the  prospective  member,  and  attendance  at  several  monthly 
meetings.  While  knowledge  of  the  Board's  operation  is  eventually  acquired,  interest  in 
the  process  of  the  orderly  development  of  the  town  is  the  most  important  prerequisite. 
Roger  Hutchins  is  our  newest  member,  having  recently  been  sworn  in  by  our  Town  Clerk. 
Other  members  are:  Clyde  Lewis  and  Jill  Brooks,  whose  terms  expire  January  1,  1987; 
Leon  Cloutier  and  Carroll  Rexford,  whose  terms  expire  January  1,  1988;  and  Agnes 
Mooney,  whose  term  expires  at  the  same  time  as  Roger  Hutchins',  January  1,  1989. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Agnes  Mooney  has  been  a  member  since  the  Planning  Board's 
first  meeting  on  May  9,  1968,  and  was  newly  sworn  in  for  another  three  year  term  in 
January.  Zenaide  Bradley,  who  was  also  a  charter  member,  chose  not  to  seek  reappoint- 
ment after  almost  18  years  of  service.  Dick  Bowers,  who  was  a  member  and  secretary 
for  two  years,  resigned  recently  due  to  his  time  consuming  business. 

This  has  been  a  busy  year  for  us  with  at  least  one  subdivision  a  month  to  cover.  We 
have  also  been  working  on  a  few  amendments  to  our  regulations  in  order  to  simplify 
them.  A  Public  Hearing  regarding  this  matter,  and  the  addition  of  Floodplain  Develop- 
ment Regulations,  was  held  in  late  January. 

Each  subdivision  application  that  comes  before  the  Planning  Board  follows  a  similar 
routine,  involving  the  composition  of  a  letter  to  abutters,  making  sure  that  each  abutter 
receives  a  certified  letter  at  the  appropriate  time,  and  arranging  advertisements.  Each 
of  these  steps  is  required  by  law,  and  in  the  case  of  major  subdivisions,  that  is,  subdivi- 
sions involving  more  than  three  parcels,  these  steps  must  be  doubled,  because  both  a 
Public  Meeting  and  a  Public  Hearing  are  required,  along  with  separate  notice  of  both 
to  each  abutter.  Not  having  been  successful  in  recruiting  a  member  to  take  on  these  tasks, 
I  have  done  them  myself  for  the  past  three  years,  and  now  I  am  asking  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  hire  a  secretary  for  the  Planning  Board.  I  have  donated  approximately 
100  hours  per  year  of  my  time  performing  secretarial  tasks  for  the  Planning  Board.  While 
I  can't  say  that  Dalton  is  experiencing  rapid  growth,  it  is  growing  steadily,  and  a  paid 
secretary  will  leave  me  with  more  time  to  devote  to  the  actual  opening  of  the  Planning 
Board. 

I  look  forward  to  serving  the  town  again  in  1986.

Annual  Report  for  Year  Ending  December  31,  1985 

In  January,  1985,  the  Dalton  Volunteer  Fire  Department  undertook  another  fund- 
raising  task  of  raising  money  to  purchase  a  new  tank  truck  which  is  much  needed. 

The  Dalton  Firemen's  Auxiliary  has  been  a  great  help  by  donating  the  sum  of  $5,000.00 
for  the  truck  fund.  The  firemen  raised  $3,428.68  on  raffles,  their  annual  Roast  Beef 
Supper,  and  from  donations  received.  As  of  December  31,  1985,  we  have  the  total  sum 
of  $8,428.68. 

This  year  is  the  31st  Anniversary  of  the  Dalton  Volunteer  Fire  Department.  We  have 
come  a  long  way  since  the  Department  started  in  1954  with  a  handful  of  volunteer  citizens 
who  cared  enough  to  help  other  citizens  in  time  of  emergency.  Today  we  have  a  full 
staff  of  four  officers  and  a  volunteer  force  of  twenty-one  firemen,  and  eight  volunteers 
in  the  Dalton  Fire  Police. 

Fire  training  continued  this  year  in  all  phases  of  fire  fighting  including  training  with 
our  Mutual  Aid  Communities.  A  total  of  thirty-one  calls  were  received  and  responded 
to.  This  is  down  from  the  year  of  1984  of  forty-one  calls. 

With  the  continued  support  from  the  community.  Board  of  Selectmen,  Firemen's  Aux- 
iliary, Fire  Police  and  Police  Department,  the  Dalton  Volunteer  Fire  Department  will 
become  a  more  reliable  department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1984  and  June  1985,  we  experienced  more  forest  fires  throughout  our 
state  than  in  any  year  in  the  last  50.  Two  of  the  leading  causes  of  the  1,605  fires  were 
children  and  fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both 
causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention.  Con- 
tact your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulations  is  the  responsibility  of  State  Fores- 
try officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your  assistance 
is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law  may  be 
violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  payment  start- 
ing April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will  impact  all  forest 
landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

If  it  were  not  for  Troop  F  —  NHSP  —  we  probably  would  still  be  "spinning  our  wheels," 
for  they  did  99%  of  the  paperwork  involved  and  a  lot  of  leg  work.  We  are  by  no  means 
finished.  At  this  time  only  one  of  these  cases  is  completed.  Troopers  Beausoleil,  Doucette 
and  Tholl,  I  thank  you  for  all  the  help  and  understanding  even  though  there  are  times 
none  of  us  are  the  least  bit  appreciated. 

I  hope  we  can  all  look  for  a  better  1986  and  keep  up  with  the  fantastic  rate  of  solving 
these  crimes.  With  the  continued  help  and  support,  there  is  no  reason  that  this  can  not 
be  done.

WHITEFIELD  REGIONAL  REPORT 

Nineteen  hundred  eight-five  was  a  very  active  year  for  the  Whitefield  Regional  Air- 
port and  its  commissioners.  New  Commissioners  are  Ms.  Beverly  Kennedy,  Mr.  David 
Kennedy,  and  Ms.  Cynthia  Fellows-White.  Mr.  Joe  Elgosin  left  the  commission  and 
we  will  miss  his  enthusiasm  and  dedication.  Following  is  a  brief  summary  of  events  for 
1985. 

March  29th.  Federal  Aviation  Administration  (FAA)  commissioned  the  newly  installed 
instrument  landing  system.  This  bad  weather  approach  makes  the  airport  safer.  The  local 
share  of  the  $140,000  project  was  raised  through  donations  from  users  of  the  airport. 

May  30th.  Mr.  Gary  Sanborn,  the  fix  base  operator  selling  fuel  and  aircraft  services, 
moved  out  of  the  area  and  the  airport  commission  took  over  the  operation. 

June  16th.  Governor  John  H.  Sununu  was  the  main  speaker  for  the  dedication  of 
the  instrument  approach.  Also  speaking  were  Governor  Council  Representative  Mr.  Ray- 
mond Burton,  State  Representative  Kay  Ward  and  Ned  Densmore,  and  Mr.  Otto  Olsen. 

August.  Whitefield  Airport  Flying  Service,  Inc.  took  over  the  fix  base  operation  at 
the  airport.  Besides  offering  the  above  mentioned  service  they  also  offer  flight  instruc- 
tion and  scenic  rides.  B  &  B  Aircraft  still  provides  aircraft  maintenance. 

September.  FAA  approved  release  of  excess  airport  land  to  the  Whitefield  Industrial 
Park. 

October.  The  FAA  selected  the  Whitefield  Regional  Airport  as  a  site  for  a  Direction 
Finding  Facility  which  will  be  used  to  locate  local  aircraft.  Construction  is  to  start  this 
spring  and  will  be  funded  completely  by  the  FAA. 

The  Whitefield  Regional  Airport  Commission  closes  the  year  with  a  very  ambitious 
program  for  1986.  As  required  by  law  we  will  be  reclearing  some  brush  areas.  We  also 
intend  to  complete  the  rehabilitation  of  the  original  hangar.  The  aircraft  parking  area 
is  fast  deteriorating  and  the  commission  will  try  to  have  the  surface  repaired.  The  Com- 
mission also  expects  to  receive  an  environmental  assessment  grant  to  study  a  runway 
extension.  The  North  Country  Council  will  be  doing  the  work. 

With  public  support  by  its  surrounding  towns,  the  regional  airport  will  enhance  the 
area's  ability  to  support  and  foster  economic  development  of  northern  New  Hampshire. 
Again,  thank  you  for  supporting  the  Whitefield  Regional  Airport.-

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Calendar  year  1985  was  a  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  North  Country  Council 
as  it  continued  to  provide  a  wide  range  of  assistance  to  towns  and  cities  in  the  North 
Country. 

The  Council  is  a  regional  non-profit,  public  agency  chartered  under  NH  RSA  36:45 
and  is  responsible  for  providing  its  member  communities  assistance  in  local  community 
planning,  economic  development,  solid  waste,  transportation  and  various  other  com- 
munity services.  Besides  the  direct  assistance  the  Council  provides  each  member  com- 
munity, it  is  an  advocate  for  all  North  Country  towns  in  legislative  and  funding  issues 
at  the  state  and  federal  governments. 

In  Dalton,  we  completed  a  Community  Development  Block  Grant  (CDBG)  housing 
feasibility  study  which  led  to  the  development  of  a  CDBG  for  a  housing  rehabilitation 
program  in  the  community.  The  grant  was  funded  for  $350,000.  We  also  provided  ongoing 
solid  waste  planning  assistance  to  the  town. 

Economic  development  is  an  important  part  of  the  Council's  overall  agency  mission. 
This  year  the  Council  produced  a  video  promoting  the  North  Country  as  "The  Sensible 
Place  to  do  Business."  The  video  was  developed  to  be  a  marketing  tool  to  assist  local 
development  organizations  publicize  to  southern  New  Hampshire  businesses  why  the 
North  Country  is  a  logical  choice  of  location.  In  October,  the  Council  co-hosted  with 
Governor  John  Sununu  a  development  forum  in  Manchester  to  discuss  with  southern 
New  Hampshire  business  executives  the  advantages  of  expanding  to  the  North  Country. 
Over  85  businesses  participated  in  this  affair  and  the  response  from  the  business  com- 
munity was  very  positive.  The  Council  is  now  developing  follow  up  contact  with  interested 
businesses  through  the  State  Office  of  Industrial  Development. 

The  Council  again  provided  information  and  guidance  to  several  towns  on  federal 
and  state  grant  and  loan  programs.  This  past  year  saw  well  over  $2.0  million  in  Com- 
munity Development  Block  Grant  funds  come  to  the  region  for  such  activities  as  hous- 
ing rehabilitation,  downtown  revitalization,  business  revolving  loan  funds,  and  housing 
rehabilitation  feasibility  studies. 

Community  planning  assistance  has  emphasized  master  planning  and  improvement 
in  local  land  use  controls.  New  state  mandates  and  commercial  and  residential  growth 
in  several  towns  have  created  busy  work  loads  for  planning  boards.  The  Council's 
assistance  takes  many  forms:  regional  workshops,  newsletters,  regulation  review  and 
update,  and  assistance  on  a  regular  or  one-time  basis  for  subdivision  and  site  plan 
applications. 

The  Council  again  co-sponsored  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series  with  the  NH 
Municipal  Association.  The  Law  Lecture  this  year  covered  such  topics  as  local  planning 
board  procedures,  administration  and  enforcement  of  ordinances  and  review  of  recent 
court  cases  and  state  law  changes  regarding  local  land  use  planning.  The  Council  also 
sponsored  a  separate  Coos  County  Land  Use  Control  Workshop  which  provided  addi- 
tional assistance  to  those  local  officials  in  the  country. 

Overall,  the  Council's  major  objective  is  to  work  with  North  Country  towns  in  solv- 
ing local  and  regional  problems.  We  rely  on  and  appreciate  the  involvement  of  town 
officials  and  residents  and  look  forward  to  assisting  your  town  this  coming  year. 
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
